TO ENLIST WOMEN 
TO ACT ASCLERKS 


Could Be Used for Record Keep- 
ing or Radio Telegraphy, 
in an Emergency. 


WASHINGTON, Maren 20.—Secretar} 
Daniels today ordered naval command- 
ants at shore stations and all recruiting 
offices to be prepared to enlist women in 
the actual naval service for clerical 
work on shore only, in case of an emer- 
gency. 

The Judge Advocate-General has ruled 
that women can be enlisted under the 
laws regulating recruiting. Grades cor- 
respunding to the yeoman class will be 
given to those qualifying as stenog- 
raphers, clerks, typists or similar posi- 
tions. Training in camps, a number of 
which have been organized under the 
auspices of the Navy League, also will 
be recognized by navy officials as a fac- 
tor in choosing the women recruits. Ar- 
other grade of work for which they may 
be designated is that of radio telegraphy 
and other communication divisions. 

Difficulty of obtaining men stenog- 
raphers and clerks for the navy from 
among the regular enlisted personnel 
caused the question of women's employ- 
ment to be taken up. By filling the po- 
sitions on shore with women the depart- 
ment expects, in time of emergency, to 
relieve the men for fleet service and sea 
duty.

On Train 125 Miles Southeast of 
Petrograd When He Heard 
of Revolt in Capital. 


TOLD OF LOST THRONE 


Let It Be So, Thank God!“ He 
Exclamed; 1 Will Go to 
My Gardens.” 


PETROGRAD, March 19, via Lon 
don, March 20.—The last hour of Em- 


described by a correspondent of the 
Outro ‘Rossii of Moscow as follows: 

“Two trains arrived at Vishera 
(125 miles southeast of Petrograd) on 


the night of March 14. The train 
carried the Emperor's suite, the sec- 
ond the Emperor, Gen. Baron Fred- 
ericks, Minister of the amperial 
House; Rear Admiral Niloff, Gen. Ja- 
bel and others. Nicholas, called from 
headquarters by the Empress, was on 
the way to the Tsarskoe-Selo. 

None of the telegrams about the 
revolution sent by President Rodzianko 
of the Duma had reached the Emperor. 
Every effort was made to keep him ir 
ignorance of these affairs. Gen. Zabel 
protested, declaring that, if the others 
refused to inform the Emperor, he would 
do so. Nicholas was awakened at 2 
o’clock in the morning. He demanded 
that Admiral Niloff tell him what had 
happened in Petrograd. He was told 
that a crowd of students, hood!l':ms, and 
young soldiers had terrorized the Duma, 
but that a few detachments of troops 
would be able to put them down. 

Just then Commander Voyekoff of 
the Imperial train entered with a tele- 
gram stating that 700 of the St. George 
Cavalry were on the way to Tsarskoe- 
Selo to present a cross to the Emperor 
and had arrived at the nearby station 
of Dno, headed by Gen. Ivanoff. 

“Your Majesty,“ said Voyekoff, it is 
enough that you appear at the Tsarskoe- 
Selo in the midst of these heroes, and 
with the Tsarskoe-Selo garrison, go to 
the Duma, All the troops; will remem- 
Kher their oath. It will be easy to over- 
come these young. soldiers.“ 

“A Lie, Your Majesty.“ 

„It is a lie, your majesty,“ shouted 
Gen. Zabel. “You are deceived. Read 
these telegrams. Here is the order: ‘To 
the imperial train at Vishera: Do not 
send the train to Tsarskoe-Selo, but to 
Petrograd.’ "’ : 

The Emperor arose and exclaimed: 
“What does this mean? Is it revolu- 
tion? Is Grekoff (who signed the order 
to divert the train) commander in Pet- 
rograd?’’ 

Then Gen. Zabel said: There are 6,000 
troops, with officers, backing the tem- 
porary Government. Your majesty has 
been declared dethroned. It is impossi- 
ble to go iurther.”’ 

Nicholas, completely nonplussed, ex- 
claimed: ‘““‘Why was I not told before? 
Why tell me now when all is finished?“ 
After a moment, he added, with a ges- 
ture of helplessness. ‘‘Let it be so. 
Thank God. I will abdicate if that is 
what the people want. I will go to Li- 
vadia (the estate of the Russian impe- 
rial family on the south coast of the 
Crimea) to my gardens. I am so fond of 
flowers.“ 

„ Shall Go ko Moscow.“ 

The train moved toward Bologoie. At 
Dno a telegram was received stating 
that the Tsarkoe-Selo garrison had re 
volted and that the Empress had ap- 
pealed to the Duma for protection. Nich- 
olas pondered the situation, then said: 
I shall go to Moscow. Mrosovski (com- 
mander of the Moscow garrison) used 
to say Moscow always would defend 
me. At Bologole a telegram was re- 
ceived stating that the Moscow garrisor. 
had joined the revolution. The train 
returned to Dno, where it met the trair 
bearing Gen. Ivanoff.

SHAKE-UP IN ALL 
POLICE DISTRICTS 


Captains and Lieutenants Trans- 
ferred After Conference Be- 
tween Chief Young and Board. 


Chief of Police Young this afternoon 
announced the transfer of the police 
Captain and Lieutenant in each of the 
14 police districts, effective Thursday.

To the Associated Press Capt. Mid- 
dleton said that his vessel was sunk 
without warning. It was 10 o'clock Fri- 
day morning, with the weather clear, 
when the ship was struck by a torpedo 
on the starboard side. Two torpedoes 
were fired, but the first passed harm- 
lessly astern. Between seven and 10 min- 
utes after the steamer was struck she 
foundered. 

Two lifeboats were lowered 1 the 
crew of 43 men got into them. wing 
to the swell of the ocean, however, 2 
were thrown into the water. The boat 
of the Captain and the mates picked 
up 10 of the men, but the other 15 were 
drow ned. 

Capt. Middleton said he saw no subma- 
rine during the attack, but that one of 
the engineers thinks he saw a peri- 
scope. The Captain Saw two oily 
streaks on the water about a thousand 
yards from the steamer, which he took 
to be the tracks of the torpedoes. The 
Vigilancia was flying the American flag 
and her name and a flag were painted 
on either side. Speaking of his experi- 
ence in the boat, Capt. Middleton said: 

At night I fired distress’ signals. 
Several times, by the glare of the lights, 
I saw a submarine following 50 yards 
from the boats between 10 o'clock Fri- 
day night and 2:50 o'clock Saturday 
morning, but it made no attempt to 
help us. We suffered great hardships 
in the boats. One man of the engine 
room staff is paralyzed as a result of 
exposure.

Papers ‘Assert Admiralty Expected | 
Sinking of Only 600,000 Tons 
a Month. 

‘BERLIN, March 2, wireless to Say- 
ville.—Commenting on the Admiraity an- 
nouncement that merchant ships of an 
aggregate tonnage of 731,00 were de 
stroyed in February as à result of war 
measures of the central Powers, Berlin 
newspapers say the sinking of only 600, 
000 tons per month had been thought 
probable. and that this estimate was 
based on the surmise that only part of 
the neutral shipping would cease trad- 
ing with the Britsh Isles. Neutral trade 
with Great Britain having been inter- 
rupted almost entirely, the estimate on 
this basis would be 625,000 tons. Conse- 
quently the result obtained as an- 
nounced by the Admiralty is 50 per cent 
higher.than might have been expected. 

“Trade at British ports in January,” 
says the area News Agency (the 
official German news bureau), apparent- 
ly amounted to 9,506,000 tons, of which 
2,500,000 was neutral. If only 80 per cent 
of neutral tonnage kept away in Feb- 


sruary,,the reduction in tonnage amounts 


to 30 per cent. The tonnage sunk in 
that month exceeds British ship build- 
ing for all ot is, which amounted to 
only 580,000 tons.

Congress Held to Have Virtually 
Unlimited Powers of Regulation 
Over Carriers and Employes. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.-—In_ its 
epochal decision yesterday holding the 
Adamson law to be. constitutional and 
enforceable in every feature. the Zu- 
preme Court of the United States de- 


Clared both railroads and their employes 
to be engaged in a business charged 
with a public interest, subject to the 
right of Congress to compulsorily ar- 
bitrate a dispute affecting the operating 
of that business. 
Whatever would be the right of an 
employe engaged in private business 
to demand such wages as he desires, to 
leave the employment if he does not 
get them, and by concert of action to 
agree with others to leave on the 
same conditions,” said the opinion, 
“such rights are necessarily subject to 
limitation when employment is accepted 
in a business charged with a public in- 
terest, and as to. which the power to 
regulate commerce by Congress applied, 
and the resulting right to fix in case of 
disagreement and dispute a standard 
of wages as we have seen necessarily 
obtained. 
In delivering the opinion, Chief Jus- 
tice White departed at this point from 
the written text to emphasize the post- 
tion of men operating trains in a time 
of national emergency by comparing 
tuem to soldiers facing an enemy. 
Court Divided 5 to 4. 
Joining with the Chief Justice in sus- 
taining the law were Justices McKenna 
and Holmes—his immediate seniors in 
point of service—and Justices Brandeis 
and Clarke, junior members. Dissenting 
were Justices Day, Van Devanter, Pit- 
ney and McReynolds. 
The majority upheld the public right 
to have interstate commerce uninter. 
rupted as a basic principle, paramount 
to interests of the railroads or their 
cperatives—both declared to be in public 
service and subject to the supreme, un- 
restricted power of Congress to tale 
any action necessary to maintain free 
dom and uninterruption of interstate 
commerce. Either as a law fixing wages 
or hours of labor, the court decided, 
Congress had authority to enact the 
Adamson statute. 
“The public interest begets a public 
right of reguilation-to the full extent 
necessary to secure and protect it,“ said 
the opinion, adding that in the emer- 
gency of threatened destructive suspen- 
sion of national transportation Con- 
kress acted within its powers in provid- 
ing a wage standard and other means 
necessary to protect the public’ inter- 
ests.”’ 
It also declared that the Adamson 
law is neither unworkable, confiscatory, 
experimental, nor in excess of congres- 
sional regulatory authority, but in ef- 
fect was compulsory arbitration, a pow- 
er “which it (Congress) undoubtedly 
possessed, and “inevitably resulted 
from its authority to protect interstate 
commerce in dealing with a situation 
like that before it.“ . ' 
Concurring in the main principle: 
enunciated by the majority, Justice Mc- 
Kenna expressed the opinion that the 
law is an hours-of-service and not a 
wage-fixing statute. He also suggested 
increase of railroad revenue probably 
would be provided if wage increases re- 
sulted. 
The dissentirg opinions—Justices Day 
and McReynolds delivering. individual 
views and Justices Pitney and Van De- 
vanter joining in one announcement— 
variously asserted that the Adamson act 
is void because beyond constitutional 
powers of Congress, because it takes 
railroads’ property without due process 
of law, or because it is not an hours-of- 
labor statute nor a legitimate regulation 
of commerce.“ 
Justice Pitney and Van De Vanter de- 
nied that Congress has power to fix 
wages of common carriers’ employes—a 
power upheld by the majority. Justice 
Day did not admit or deny such power, 
dissenting because he said the law u. 
legally takes railroad revenues and gives 
them to the trainmen ‘by arbitrary, U- 
legal congressional flat.“ | 
Justice McReynolds’ dissenting opinion 
said: 
“The act certainly commands 
during a minimum period of 
months interstate carriers bz ratlroad 
shall pay thelr employe: engaged in 
operating trains for eight hours’ work a 
wage not less than the one then estab- 
lished for a standard day—generally of 
10 hours. 
“T have not heretofore supposed that 
such action was a regulation of com- 
merce within the fair intendment of 
those words as used in the Constitutiog; 
and the argument advanced in support 
of the contrary view is unsatisfactory 
to my mind.“ 
“But, considering the doctrine now 
affirmed by a majority of the court as 
established, it follows that Congress 
has power to fix a maximum as well as 
a minimum wage for trainmen: to re- 
quire compulsory arbitration of labor 
disputes which may seriously and di- 
rectly jeopardize the movement of inter- 
state traffic; and to take measures ef- 
fectively to protect the free flow of 
such commerce against any combina- 
tion, whether of operatives, owners or 
strangers.”’ 
The Supreme Court has five Repub- 
lican and four Democratic Justices. 
Three Democratic and two Republican 
Justices yesterday gave the majority 
opinion, while tnree Republicans and 
one Democrat cissented. Justice Clarke, 
formerly a well known raliroad lawyer 
and Federal Judge at Cleveland, suc- 
ceeded Justice Hughes on the bench. 

The text of the majority opinion 
as delivered by Chief Justice White, 
follows: 

Was there power in Congress un- 
der the cireumstances existing to deal 
with the hours of work and wages 
of railroad employes engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, is the principle 
question here to be considered.

that it was not so done as to lower 
wages, and provided that an extra 
allowance for overtime calculated by 
the minute at one and one-half time 
the rate of the regular hours’ serv- 
ice be established.

the public interest did not apply to 
a case where the destruction of the 
public right was imminent as the re- 
sult of a dispute between the par- 
ties and their consequent failure to 
establish by private agreement the 
standard of wages which was essen- 
tial, in order words that the exist- 
ence of the public right and the pub- 
lic power to preserve it was wholly 
under the control of the private right 
to establish a standard by agree- 
ment. Nor is it an answer to this 
view to suggest that the situation 
was one of emergency and that 
emergency cannot be made the source 
of power. The proposition begs the 
question, since, although an emer- 
gency may not call into life a power 
which has never lived, nevertheless 
emergency may afford a réason for 
the exertion of a living power al- 
ready enjoyed. If acts which, if 
done, would interrupt, if not destroy, 
interstate commerce, may be, by an- 
ticipation, legislatively prevented, by 
the same token the power to regulate 
may be exerciged to guard against 
the cessation of interstate commerce 
threatened by a failure of employ- 
ers and employes to agree as to the 
standard of wages, such standard 
‘being an essential pre-requisite to 
the uninterrupted flow ‘of interstate 
commerce.“ N 

Here the Chief Justice recounted 
at length the previously acknowl- 
edged powers of Congress to regu- 
late Congress, and said: * 

In the presence of this vast bog y 
of acknowledged powers, there would 
seem to be no ground for disputing 
the power which was exercised in

Would Leave Public Helpless. 

Further, yet what benefits would 
flow to society by recognizing the 
right, because of the public interest, 
to regulate the relatlon of employer 
and employe and of the employes 
among themselves,and ty give to the 
latter peculiar and special rights 
safeguarding their persons, protect“ 
ing them in case of accident’ and giv- 
ing sufficient remedies for that pur- 
pose, if there was no power to rem- 
edy a situation created by a dispute 
between employers and employes as 
to rate of wages, which if not reme- 
dted would leave the public helpless 
the whole people ruined and all the 
ehomes of the land submitted to a 
danger of the most serious charac- 
ter. RS 
“And, finally, to what derision 
would it not reduce the proposition 
that Government had power to en- 
forcestho Guty®of ‘operation if that 
power did not extend to doing that 
which was essential to prevent oper- 
ation from being completely stopped 
by filling the interregnum created 
by an absence of a conventional 
standard of wages because of a dis- 
pute on that subject between the em- 
ployers and employes by a legisla- 
tive standard binding on employers 
and employes for such a -time as 
might be deemed by the legislators 
reasonably adequate to enable nor- 
mal conditions to come avout as the 
result or agreements as to wages 
between the parties? 

We are of opinion that the rea- 
sons stated corntlusively establish 
that from the point of view of in- 
herent power the act which is be- 
fore us was clearly Within!“ tne 
legislative power of Congress to 
adopt and that in substance 
and effect it amounted to 
an exertion of its authority under 
the circumstances. disclosed to com- 
pulsorily arbitrate the dispute be- 
tween the parties by establishing as 
to their subject matter of that dis- 
pute a legislative standard of wages 
operative and binding as a matter of 
law upon the parties—a power none 
the less efficaciously exerted be- 
cause exercised by direct legislative 
act instead of by the enactment of 
‘other and appropriate means provid- 
ing for the bringing about of such 
result. 

“If dt be conceded that the power 
to enact the statute was in effect 
the exercise of the right to fix 
wages wheree by reason of the dis- 
pute there had been a failure to fix 
by agreement, it would simply serve 
to show the nature and character 
of the regulation essential to protect 
the public right and safeguard the 
movement of interstate commerce, 
not involving any denial of the au- 
thority to adopt it. 

“And this leaves only to be gen- 
erally considered whether the right 
to exercise such a power under the 
conditions which existed was limited 
or restrained by the private rights 
of the carriers or their employes. 


“As to the carrier, ae ‘engaging in ' 


the business of interstate com- 
merce, carriage subjects the carrier 
to the lawful power of Congress to , 
regulate * * * it follows that the

“In other words! considering com- 
prehensively the situation of the em- 
ployer and the employe in the light 
of the obligations arising from the 


Public interest and of the work in 


which they are engaged and the de- 
gree of regulation which may be law- 
fully exerted by Congress as to that 
business, it must follow that the ex- 
ercise of the lawful Governmental 
right is controlling. 


“This results from the considera- 
tions which * * * we repeat, since, 
conceding that from the point of view 
of the private right and private inter- 
est as contradistinguished * the 
public interest the power exists be- 
tween * * * employers and 
ployes, to agree as to standard of 
wages free from legislative interfer- 
ence, that right in no way affects the 
law-making power to protect the 
public right to create a standard of 
Wages resulting from a dispute as

establish by consent a standard. 


“The capacity to exercise the pri- 


vate right free from legislative inter- 
ference affords no ground for saying

' Ne Question of Private Right. 
“And this emphasizes that there is 


no question here of purely private 
right. 

“Having thus adversely disposed of 
the contentions as to the inherent 
want of power, we come to consider 
all the other propositions which 
group themselves under a common 
heading, that is: 

% Such an abuse of the power if 
possessed has rendered its exercise 
unconstitutional. 

The want of equality is based 
upon two considerations. The one is 
the exemption of certain short line 
and electric railroads. We dismiss 
it because it has been adversely dis- 
posed of by many previous decisions. 
The second resis upon the charge 
that unlawful inequality results be- 
cause the statute deals not with all, 
but only with the wages of em- 
ployes engaged in the movement of 
trains. But such employes were those 
concerning whom the _ dispute in 
which wages existed, growing out of

vise the sale and distribution of news 
print paper through a board which will 
represent all interests concerned. 

The board to be named when a price- 
fixing pool proposed by the manufac- 
turers finally is arranged, will comprise 
five members, one each from the manu- 
facturers, jobbers, large publishers, 
small publishers and the trade commis- 
sion. The trade commission representa- 
tive will operate the pool from offices in 
New York. Other members of the 
board will serve in an advisory ca- 
pacity and their powers will be purely 
ministerial. 

Manufacturers who have been accused 
of intimidating publishers into remaining 
out of the price-fixing agreement have, 
it is understood, assured the commissiar. 
that if there had been any intimidation’ 
subordinates have been responsibié

on publishers the necessity for strict 
economy in the use of news print, say 
the war situation threatens a new con- 
dition in which the news print demand 
t..weatens to outstrip production.

AGAINST AN - EMBARGO 


Reply Rejects Mexico’s Sugges- 
tion for Ending European 
War. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The note 
to Gen. Carranza, declining his pro- 
posal for neutral action to bring 
peaec to Europe by cutting off ex- 
ports of supplies to belligerents was 
made public today at the State De- 
partment. 

The refusal was based, first on the 
apparent hopelessness of peace at the 
present time as shown in the futility 
of President Wilson’s efforts and Ger- 
many’s attempts to embroil Mexico 
and Japan in war with this country 
and in the belief that any restriction 
of commerce with the  belligerents 
would in effect be an unneutral dis- 
crimination. 

“Nevertheless,” the note concludes, 
“the President would not be under- 
stood as desiring to impede the prog- 
ress of a movement leading to the 
resumption of peaceful relations be- 
tween all the belligerents and would 
not, therefore, wish the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to feel that his inability to 
act in the present 
should in any way militate against 
the attainment of the high ideals of 
Gen, Carranza by the co-operation of 
other neutral governments in the use 
of their good ofices and friendly me- 
diation to bring aboüt the end of the 
terrible war.” 

The note mentions the “careful and 


sympathetic consideration,” which the 
United States has given to the pro- 


posal, refers to the new vigor of the 
wer fare, and goes on to say: 

„To render the situation still more 
acute, the Government of the United 
States has unearthed a plot made by 
the Government dominating the central 
powers, to embroil not only the Goy- 
ernment and people of Mexico, but also 
the Government and people of Japan 
in war with the United States. At the 
timo this plot was conceived the United 
States was at peace with the Govern- 
ment and people of the German empire 
and German officials and German sub- 
jects were not only enjoying, but abus- 
ing the liberties and privileges freely 
accorded to them on American soil and 
under American protection.“ ; 

The note then takes up the proposal 
to cut off commercial relations with the 
belligerent nations and refers to the 
American note to Austra-Hiungary to 
show the polcy of this Government in 
declining to stop munitions shipments. 

“Believing that this position of the 
United States is based upon sound prin- 
ciples of international law.“ the note, in 
conclusion, says, and is consonant with 
the established practice Of nations, the 
President * * cannot bring himself 
to consider such a modification of these 
principles or of this practice as com- 
pliance with Gen. Carranza’s proposal 
to suspend commercial relations with the 
warring nations would entail.“

In the regulation of intrstate commerce and 
the power to control public carriers engaged there- 
in the public right and interest is paramount over 
the private right and interest. The Government 
has the power to exercise the right of control to 
prevent the cessation of the operation of public 
carriers and to protect the country from the dis- 
asters attending such cessation when the private 
right of agreement is not exercised to prevent dis- 
astrous consequences to public interests. 

This seems to be the sweeping conclusion of the 
Supreme Court affirming the validity of the Ad- 
amson law. Not only is that act declared valid, 
but by inference Congress may by legislation pre- 
vent the consequences of the interruption of inter- 
state transportation when the vast interests de- 
pending upon it may be threatened by the failure 
of the employers and employes to agree. What 
other conclusion ‘can be inferred from the follow- 
| ing statement, which is amplified in other parts 
of the opinion: 


What would be the value of the right to a 
reasonatie rate if all movement in interstate 
commerce could be stopped as a result of a 
nere dispute between the parties or their fail- 
ure to exert a primary private right concern- 
ing a matter of interstate commerce; again, 
what purpose would be subserved by all the 
regulations established to secure the enjoy- 
ment by the public of an efficient and reason- 
able service if there was no power in Govern- 
ment to prevent all service from being de- 
stroyed? 

Further, yet what benefits would flow to 
society by recognizing the right, because of 
the public interest, to regulate the relation 
of employer and employe and of the employes 
amongst themselves and to give to the latter 
peculiar and special rights safeguarding their 
persons, protecting them in case of accident 
and giving sufficient remedies for that pur- 
pose, if there was no power to remedy a 
situation created by a dispute between em- 
ployers and employes as to rate of wages,” 
which if not remedied, would leave the public 
helpless, the whole people ruined and all the 
homes of the land submitted to a danger of 
the most serious character. 


The court specifically declares there is a limita- 
tion upon the right of employes, by concert of 
action, to agree with others to leave employment 
“when employment is accepted in a business 
charged with public interest and as to which the 
power to regulate commerce possessed by Con- 
gress applied. 

The right to strike in interstate transportation 
is limited by congressional power to control inter- 
state transportation and service on public car- 
riers in the public interest. Congress can guard 
against the cessation of service by failure of em- 
pleyers and employes to agree. It can adopt leg- 
islation to this i by compelling a system of ar- 
bitration or by fixing hours, wages and conditions’ 
of labor. : 

If Congress does its duty under its constitution- 
al powers there will never be another strike or a 
menace of a strike on interstate railroads.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S RECORD. 

The public will have no disposition to with- 
hold from the Forty-ninth General Assembly full 
recognition for its record of unusual and help- 
ful accomplishments. 

It came together at a time when the sins of 
omission and commission of many prior General 
Assemblies had culminated in an alarming fiscal 
crisis. Perhaps the diligence with which it ad- 
dressed itself to solving the problems of that 
crisis explains in part why it left undone some 
of the work it was confidently expected to do. 

In its enactment of révenue legislation it has 
achieved what has long been looked on as the 
impossible in Missouri. It has taken the prelimi- 
naries to putting taxation on a basis of justice 
and common sense. It has provided the funds 
for enlarging educational facilities and amplify- 
ing agencies of service to the people. Shortage 
in revenue, has sadly handicapped many benefi- 
cent and necessary State activities in the past. 

It wil] be long remembered with gratitude for 
the humane and remedial legislation to which it 
gave sanction. Its reform of the prison system 
will remove a humiliating disgrace. Its enact- 
ment of a comprehensive road system will bring 
universal benefits. It passed the children’s code 
measures distinctively designed for the protection 
of children. Various of its acts represent the 
public desire for greater efficiency in government 
and better safeguards against abuses. | 

The large credit items in the Legislature’s rec- 
ord, however, cannot offset certain heavy debit 
items. It left unenacted the constitutional re- 
vision bill and the workingmen’s compensation 
bill. These „progressive measures had been sol- 
emnly pledged to the people in the platform of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties.

Mutton Broth-;Wash, dry and cut into 
small pieces, 1% pounds of neck or 
knuckle of mutton, removing the bones. 

Wash, 
scrape and cut into-@mall pieces 1 small 
carrot, turnip, a little cglery, and add 1 
onion peeled and sliced thin. Put 6 
cups of cold water into thé soup kettle 
and add to it the meat, bones and water, 
1 teAspoon salt and K teaspoon pepper. 
Cover and let it come to a boil. Rel 
move all scum from the top and add 
the vegetables, also 1 tablespoon of rice 
or barley which has been washed. Cook 
slowly 2 or 3 hours or until the vege- 
tables are thoroughly done. Then skim 
the grease from the top of the broth and 
take out the bones. Add 2 or 3 teaspoons 
of chopped parsley and more salt and 
pepper, if necessary, Before serving. If 
not convenient to use celery, one may 
substitute a little celery salt. 

White Curry Soup—Put in to the soup 
kettle and boil 3 cups of white stock or 
the water in' which a fowl or rabbit, or 
a piecé of veal, has been cooked. Mix 
1 tablespoon of curry powder and 2 
tablespéons of cornmeal, with enough 
milk to make a smooth, rather thin 
paste and stir into the stock. boiling 
gently for about 10 minutes. Remove 
the kettle from the’direct heat of the 
fire, but keep in a warm place. Beat 
together the yoke of 1 egg and 2 table- 
spoous of cream. Add this to the soup 
and put in also 1-tablespoon of chopped 
parsley and season with pepper and galt. 
Put this’ over the fire again and stir 
until just about to boil.
